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the tenth day of October of each and every year thereafter, uatil the
payment of said bonds and interest is fully provided for, shall in due
form of law certify and report to the auditors of Waseca county, 2
tax to be levied upon said district sufficient to pay the amount of
principal and interest due each year on said bonds.

Sec 4. It is hereby made the duty of the county auditor to levy
the amount so certified and reported upon the taxable property in
said district, real and personal, and to enter upon his duplicate for
the year, in n separate column, the tax levied thereon, which taxes
shall constitute a fund for the payment ot said bonds and the interest
thereon. Said board of trustees is hercby authorized to include in
the amount of said bonds a sum sufficient to pay the cost and neces-
sary expenses of procuring and issuing the same. .

Sec. 5. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after
its passage. .

CHAPTER LX.

AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOR THE DRAINING OF A CERTAIN LAKE IN THE
TOWN OF FRANCONILY, CHISAGO COUNTY.

Ba it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota.:

SectioN 1.  Any person or persons residing near a certain lake in
gections six (6) end seven (7} towaship thirty-three, range nineteen,
the same being in the town of Francounia, Chisago county, shaitl be
authorized to drain said lake ; Provided, That before proceeding to
drain said lake snid party or parties shall give at least twenty d?v._ys’
notice of such intent to drain by posting notices describing fully such
intent, in three of the most public places in the said town of Fran-
conia.

Sec. 2. Any party who may be in any wise affected by the
draining of said lake who may object to the draining of the same,
may file a statement of his objections in the office of the town clerk
of [the town of’} Franconia, and any objections so made and filed shill
be suticent to prevent the draining of said lake, providing such
objections shall be filed before the expiration of the twenty days no-
tico required in section one. :
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8e0. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after
its passage.

CHAPTER LXI.

AN ACT TO PROVIDE ¥OR THE DRAINAGE OF WET OR SWAMP LANDS
LYING ON THE EAST SIDE OF THE MISSISSIIPI RIVER INK THE COUN-
TY OF HENNEDIN.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the Stale of Minnesota:

Secrion 1. For the purpose of promoting the public health, con-

venience and welfare, the board of county cummissioners of Henne-
pin county are hereby authorized and directed to cause surveys to
he made for ditches to effectually drain all the wet and swamp lands
that Jie in said Hennepin county on the east side of the Mississippi
river. -
Seo. 2. A plat of said surveys, after the same has been approved
by &aid board ot county commissioners shall be filed 1 the office of
the auditor of said county, which shall be certified by the person
making such survey, as the survey made in pursuance of this act.
Said plat shali show the Jauds which are wet or swampy, and which
are to be drained, and their description shall be given thereon in
accordunce with the United States Government surveys, with the
owner’s name as the same shall be shown by the records in said reg-
ister of deeds’ office ; and said plat ot surveys shall also show the
ditchies that ure to be made ou said lands tor tho purpose of draining
the same, with their direction, width and depth.

Sec. 3 Atter said plat shull be so filed in the office of the auditor of
suid county, he shall cause a notice to be published for seven (7) days
in some daily newspaper published in the city ot Minneapolis, stating
that said plat is in his office and requesting all persons concerned to
appear betore said bouard of commissioners, at the court house, in
said county, on a day to be designated in said notice, and examine
the same, and if they have any objections thereto, to then and there
mako the same known ; on which said day the said bourd of county
commissioners shall have [hear] any and all persons who may have
objection to make to saiu surveys being adopted, or enid ditches
being mnde. ;
